Wednesday, Nov. 14.—The forces of 
Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria 
have made their first pretentious ef- 
fort to regain Passchendaele village, 
in accordance with the edict of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg, that the 
place should be recaptured, and have 
failed. 


The enemy's attack was made yes- 


terday afternoon 
with large forces, 


but the assaulting troops were hurled 
back—after—a—grim- struggle, leaving 
tbe British, line .before PasscheadaeJe 
intact.

Barrage of Artillery 
{ 


The main attack was met by a bar- 


rage of artillery, but answering to 
that famous discipline ingrained by 
Prussian military rule, pushed through 
this rain of death, and reached the 
British front line. A sanguinary strug- 
gle followed at close quarters. The 
Germans battled doggedly, but the Brit- 
ish soldiers flung themselves upon the 
enemy with such ferocity that he was 
compelled to give ground, and finally 
retired, leaving men dead. 


Terrific Bombardment 


Thfi enemy attack was prefaced by 


a terrific bombardment which began 
at four A. M. yesterday. 


All day Passchendaele and vicinity 


were shelled continuously by the con- 
centrated German artillery, while the 
British heavies and field guns replied 
with a violent bombardment of the 
enemy's position. 
No such artillery 


duel had occurred along the British 
front for weeks, 
for hours it was 


maintained by both sides with a drum 
fire intensity that shook the country 
for miles about. Windows in houses 
for fifty miles away rattled, and in a 
town seventy-five miles by aeroplane 
from the scene of activity the detona- 
tions could be plainly heard.

Dakota is said to have made the 
insurance company some tardy in 
settling losses.

iner Waters notified the banks 
not to pay these certificates un- 
til all losses had been paid. This 
action according to the

State bank, 
tied up the funds 


needed by the Insurance company 
to 'pay claims. Controversy is re- 
moved from the jurisdiction of 
North Dakota courts by today's 
action.

Supply of Consumers. 


"The fuel administration is deter- 


mined," said Mr. Garfield today, "that 
war Industries, public-utilities and do- 
mestic consumers shall be supplied. 
To this end the fuel administration ex- 
perts the co-operation ot every coal 
user in the United States. The fuel 
administration will use all of its au- 
thority to prevent the waste of fuel 
and the unnecessary use of coal. Do- 
mestic users will be urged to con- 
serve their supplies. 


"Wherever the unnecessary use of 


coal in industry threatens to embarras 
war industry, the fuel administration 
will see that the war needs are all 
filled : All activities which are un- 
necessary to the maintenance of the 
military or economic efficiency will 
have to give way by curtailment to 
the necessities of war, and this must 
be accomplished without undue cur- 
tailment of the domestic supply.
